THE YOTIHGPLACES HELD BY ROWDIES 


And Decent People Defrauded of Their 


Right of Franchise—Murder and 


Maiming Rule the Day—A 


Public Disgrace. 


Bloodihed at the Chicago Election Poll*. 


CHICAGO, April 4.—Blood was spilled 


in the First ward of this city to-day. 
Voting and drinking- began parly. 
Shooting, fighting and wholesale ar- 
rests followed in fjiiick 
succession. 


The riotous scenes in the worst part of 
the ward, known us the_ "levee'' dis- 
trict, have not been equalled on an 
election day for many years. The trou- 
ble was e.\pected on account of the 
aldenniinic factional %ht between 
"Bathhouse" .lohri .1. fonghlin. ;i can- 
didate for u-eleetion. and " liill"' 
Skaki'l, an independent democratic 
candidate. The republicans who voted 
for.). Irving 1'earce. proprietor of the 
Sherman house, were Tiot molested. 
Two men were shot, one of them twice, 
but neither will die. 


.Scores of workers hired by both fac- 


tions weif involved in fights, uml the 
Harrison-street 
police station 
wa« 


filled when the polls closed. 
The 


bruised and bloody prisoners repre- 
sented all nationalities of the cosmo- 
politan ward of Chicago, excepting- the 
one which had no vote—the Chinese. 


The first shooting fight began before 


noon outside the polling place at 470 
Clark street 
Peter de I'ontee, French- 


man, came to the polls wearing a 
Coug-hlin badge. 
A gang of Skakel 


hoodlums tried to take it from him, 
and he resisted. He was then assaulted, 
knocked donn in the street, beaten 
and kicked in a brutal manner. When 
he was allowed to get ur> the Sicakel 
gang prepared for a general fight, sev- 
eral drawin;,'-their pistois 
Lewis, Lu- 


ther, a colored man. ••hot John Dee. a 
bartender for the ''House of David," 
and one of the chief lieutenants for 
Coughlin, in the thigh, 
lie fired an- 


other shot, v, hich lodged in Dee's 
shoulder. The shooting brought tin- 
police to the scene, and the shooting ', 
and fighting came to an end. 
I 


Friends of tne wounded man carried | 


him into a drugstore, u here a doctor 


, extracted the bullt'ts and he was sent 


home in a carriage. Luther made an 
attempt to escape, but was soon in a 
cell, ab well as John Lewis, a com- 
panion, who had been in the fight. 


The second shooting occurred near 


by, in front of the polling place at 
Taylor street and Plymouth place. 
William Marshall, a Co'ughlin heeler, 
fired the first shot, lie aimed his re- 
volver at Sam Phillips, a colored worker 
for Skakel, but the bullet missed, go- 
ing through the window of a house at 
13 Taylor street, and «lmost killing a 
'woman who sat at the window watch- 
ing the row. Before Phillips could 
draw his g-un Marshall fired again. 
The bullet went wide of its mark 
again and lodged in the woodwork of 
the same window. Then Phillips drew 
his weapon and fired at Marshall, hit- 
ting- him in a fleshy part of the leg. 
Marshall quickly returned the fire, 
hitting Phillips in the thig-h, but not 
seriously wounding- him. After the 
bullets had been extracted both the 
shooters were taken to the police sta- 
tion and locked up, charged with 
shooting with intent to kill. 


Many of the respectable citizens of 


this tough ward were intimidated at 
the polls by the armed and drunken 
gangs of henchmen hired by both fac- 
tions, especially if the in tending voters 
happened to be democrats. 


Repeating on a large scale and in 


the most brazen manner w;is charged 
against the Democrats. 
The returns 


from almost every precinct show that 
Cpughlin's forces remained in posses- 
sion from the opening to the closing of 
the polls. 
Skakel voter-,, workers and 


challengers were driven away when- 
ever they had the temerity to make 
their appearance. If they were the 
equals of their opponents in the social 
scale they showed fight, but their re- 
sistenoe onlv resulted in their being- 
beaten and driven away without hav- 
ing- been allowed to assert their right 
to vote for the candidates of their 
choice. 


Coughlin't- captains, four in number, 


increased the bad blood between the 
factions by driving from one polling 
place to another all day. some of the 
time accompanied by a band wagon 
with bright streamers. If thev found 
any Skakel voters or workers at the 
polls, the word was given to throw 
them out in the street. If there was 
any show of resistance the sluggers 
started a fight, which usually ended in 
defeat for the weaker Skakel forces. 
Skakel is said to have spent R23,OM) in 
the campaign, much of it going to pro- j 
»ide the idle voters of the ward with i 
food, drink and lodging.
